"Under the acts made during the 
war, fair price committees should be 
composed of a wholesaler, a retailer,a 
butcher and a producer. For two 
weeks member* of the comtnittpe have 
been fighting to publish a fair price 

list, r ' 

"I believe it is impossible to And 
u committee composed of dealers who 
voluntarily would reduce profits in or- 
der to mi|ke a fair price list for the 
benefit o* the common people. Nor 
do I believe that the present com- 
mittee ever will be ablo to agree on 
a fair prite list. 

"I am sure that a reduction in 
prices will mea« a loss of profits to 
both wholp.'»aler and retailer, but 
will leave thorn a roa.>*onablo margin 
of profit. 

Speaking of the flour Investigation 
which has been under way by the 
romniis-ii(in. Mr. Kcndrick said: 

"In the flour investigation it was 
found by the commission that Bal 
lard & Ballard Company sold flour 
as far South as New OHeans at 
from' $1 to ?1.10 a band loss than 
they would sell it to the Loui.sville 
trade. 

"When Mr. Ballard was called be- 
fore the commission ■ he admitted 
that his company sold floui- cheaper 
^■/mtside,, but contended that it was 
'loU'in carioad lots and for cash and 
therefore it jould be sold for less 
money. Mr. Ballard was not witling, 
however, to agree to sell at the same 
price in the lyouisville market, even 
for cash- He 'did offer to make a re- 
<tuct!on of 40 cents on a barrel, pro 
vided Louisville retail grocers would 
make a like reduction of 40 cents, 
which would mean that a reduction 
of 80 cents would be given to the 
consumers of Louisville. 

"I do not consider Mi-. Ballard's 
proposition fair. I believe in Louis- 
viUe and tho iieople Louisville and 
Kento^, wai I am of the opinion 
that Mr. Ballard should show people 
of Louisville and Kentucky the same 
consideration he is showing .people 
ff adjoining States."

Plans are moving forward for 
the installation of Richmond's 
White Way, which, it is hoped, 
to have installed properly before 
the reconstruction of the new 
paved streets begins. The cost 
of the standards and installation 
IS to be raised by popular sub- 
scription among the business men 
and citizens of Richmond, accord- 
mg to the same plan that was 
worked out and endorsed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and citi- 
zens generally before the war. 

Complete plans have been 
drawn and blue prints made for 
the installation of the White 
Way posts. A very attractive 
design has been submitted, and 
the details have pleased all who 
have seen them. 

The tentative plans call for in- 
stallation of an ornamental 
street lighting system, extending 
along M;iiu from Third and Col- 
lins streets and on First and 
Second streets to Irvine. 

The initial installation will con- 
sist of 40 units spaced from 93 to 
120 feet apart and located direct- 
ly opposite each other on both 
sides of the street. The plans 
provide fpr adequate illumination 
of the above mentioned streets 
and their intersections and also 
for the fronts of the abutting 
buildings. 

The standard selected is of the 
most modern type ; and architect- 
ually correct for Richmond. The 
base is of cast iron with a heavy 
substantial fluted steel shaft, on 
the top of which will be a Gen- 
eral Electric Company novalux 
unit, with a large diffusing glass 
globe and an artistically designed 
glass canopy. Within the globe 
and cano])y will be a 400 candle 
power high efficiency, incandes- 
cent lamp. 

The distribution system will 
consist of a 6.6 ampere series 
alternating constant current cir- 
cuit having a maximum pressure 
of 2,000 volts.. The distribution 
system will be wholly under- 
ground and the cables located in 
a trench near the curb. F>om 
this trench the cables will go 
through the ornamental stand- 
ards to the transformer in the 
casing of the unit. 
. The White Way units will be 
on two separate circuits, 'both 
circuits' will burn until 11 o'clock 
at night and one circuit, having 
every second unit, will burn all 
night. 

Richmond will look like a real 
city whien the White Way is in- 
stalled and paved streets are laid.

Mexico City, Sept. 18^A stu- 
pendous array of ngtires' greets 
the investigstor who attempts to 

ascertain how much oil has been 
conveyed from Mexico during the 
past few years and what the pro- 
fits are to those who ' have ven- 
tured to sink fortunes in an effort 
to tap the petroleum deposits that 
are known to ui^derlie certain 
portions of the i^ttbUc.' 

A statement recently furnished 
the Associated Press by the De- 
partment of Commerce and In- 
dustry gr^phicaUv portrays the 
growth of this mdusti^ which 
now, as during the war when its 
wells furnished much of the mo- 
tive power that took troops and 
supplies to France and victory, 
occupies a prominent place in the 
relations between die United 
States and Mexico. 

From 1901 to 1918, inclusive, 
the production of crude petro- 
leum in the republic amounted to 
285,910,789 barrels, every year 
showing a consistent gain over 
that previous. In 1901 only 10,- 
315 barrels were produced. li 
1914 production reached 26,235,- 
403 barrels; and in 1918 63,828,326 
barrels. 

During the year of 1918, out of 
63,828,326 barrels of petroleum 
produced, two companies (£1 Ag- 
uila and Huasteca), produced 37,- 
107.104. according to tiie state- 
ment figures. 

Export data indicates that 
Tampico leads all ports, in 101;- 
more than 5,271,012 ions of petro- 
leum having left that harbor. .Ap- 
proximately half that amount left 
Tuxpan. According to the state- 
ment there are 299 producing 
wells in Mexico.
